SERIOUS AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT

A serious automobile accident, in which one local young man, Frank Nuckley, 
was’ so seriously injured that for some hours his rec overy seemed doubtful and 
whose. condition is still critical, and two others were badly hurt, occurred on 
Wednesday afternoon on the Reading road at the junction of Holt street.

1 learn with sincere pleasure of 
your impression of a growing sen- 
timent in the State of New York 
in favor of Woman Suffrage and I 
shall look forward with the greatest 
interest to the results of the State 
conference which you are planning 
to hold in Saratoga. May I not ex- 
press the hope that that conference 
will lead to a very wide-spread 
interest in your campaign and that 
your efforts will be crowned with 
the most substantial and satisfac- 
tory success? 

Cordially and sincerely yours, 

WOODROW WILSON.” 

The public will bear in mind while 
reading the above letter that there are 
two distinct national suffrage organi- 
zations. The President’s letter was 
addressed to the New York Association 
which strongly disapproves the picketing 
of the White House. 


Big Enrollment 


In New York state at least, the wo- 
men want the vote. Already 993,152 
signers are reported by the enrollment 
committee as having signed cards sig- 
nifying their desire for the vote. In 
the city of New York alone, over half a 
million women signed suffrage cards. 
The committee decided to continue 
work until one million blanks have been 
signed. Who says women “do not 
WANT the vote?” Produce a million 
signatures to offset these names, and 
the public will have some idea of the 
accuracy of the “not wanting” state- 
ment. 


What Dr. Shaw Said 


In the presence of President Wilson 
and several members of his cabinet, Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw made one of her 
inspiring orations. In referring to Old 
Glory, Dr. Shaw said: 

“*This is the American flag. It is a 
bit of bunting, and why is it that, when 
it is surrounded by the flags of all other 
nations, your eyes and mine tirn first 
toward it and there is a warmth at our 
hearts such as we do not feel when we 
gaze_on any other flag. It is not be- 
cause of the beauty of its colors, for 
the flags of France and England, which 
hang on either side of it, have the same 
colors. It is not because of its artistic 
beauty, for other flags are as artistic. 
It is because you and I see in that piece 
of bunting what we see in no other. It 
is not visible to the human eye, but it is 
to the aspiring soul. We see in every 
stripe of red the blood which has been 
shed through the centuries by men and 
women who have sacrificed their lives 
for the idea of democracy; we see in 
every stripe of white the purity of the 
democratic ideal toward which all the 
world is tending; and in every star in 
its field of blue we see the hope of man- 
kind that some day the democracy which 
that bit of bunting symbolizes shall 
permeate the lives of men and nations; 
and we love it because it enfolds our 
ideals of human freedom and justice.” 

Since that eloquent tribute to Ameri- 
can patriotism, President Wilson’ has 
appointed Dr. Shaw as chairman of the 
Women’s Committee of the Council of 
National Defense. 

Certain ‘anti-suffragists have mis- 
represented this wonderful address of 
Dr. Shaw, by the following: 

“Dr. Shaw struck a blow at Patriot- 
ism when she said, ‘What is the Ameri- 
ean Flag but a piece of Bunting’ ” 
This was circulated through the Press 
Bureau of the Association Opposed to 
Woman Suffrage.

Washington Police 

Washington police, experienced in 
handling big crowds at presidential in- 
augurations and other celebrations in 
the national capital, recently set about 
to find a way to revive persons who have 
fainted on the street without having to 
call an ambulance and send them to a 
hospital. | Now every member of the 
force, when on duty in crowds, carries 
in his pocket a pill-box full of tiny glass 
tubes of aromatic spirits of ammonia. 
The tubes are about an inch long and 
slightly more than an eighth of an inch 
in diameter. Each has a wrapping of 
absorbent cotton and over this is a 
silk gauze covering. 

Slight pressure between the fingers is 
sufficient to break the tube. The am- 
monia is promptly absorbed by the 
cotton about it, which also serves to 
prevent the sharp particles of glass 
from doing any harm. Held beneath 
the nose of the person who has fainted, 
the fumes of the ammonia soon revive 
her. The tubes are stored in all the 
patrol boxes about the city and are 
carried in patrol wagons and police 
ambulances.—Popular Science Monthly.

Laws of nature seem 
to be whacked when a twister comes. If 
one tells you that straws are driven into 
a tree like nails, don’t sneer; because he 
can take you to the scene of last Tues- 
day’s storm here in Mercer County and 
show you. 

If you are told that hide was peeled 
from a cat’s back, feathers picked from 
chickens, horses’ ears taken off, hogs 
neatly scraped, sod skimmed off the 
ground as if by a spade, people’s clothes 
torn from their backs, trees two feet 
through twisted off and their butts 
splintered into toothpicks, buildings 
completely blown away, and joists from 
good solid houses torn out and left 
sticking in the ground like flag poles, 
don’t question his sanity.

These papers, written by experts, 
will be read by the women principals of 
the “Oh Boy” company at Ye Wilbur 
Theatre, the authors themselves being 
too busy supplying the public with 
seafoods to deliver them. 

On Thursday afternoon, September 
13, quantities of fish, donated for the 
purpose by the Portugese Captains of 
Provincetown, will be sold in some pub- 
lic place for the benefit of the widows and 
orphans of fishermen, the winsome girls 
of “Oh Boy” acting as saleswomen. 
The fish will be sold for whatever 
each purchaser wishes to give, but no 
change will be returned.

Apples placed in the corn or grain 
bin will keep all the year, and the grain 
will not be any worse. Packed in 
Jayers of dry sand, choice apples are 
preserved from decaying by moisture, 
and the fine flavor retained, and no 
wilting. 

Corn, with the husk stripped back to 
remove the silk, can be preserved by 
tying the husk carefully over the end, 
then pack in a barrel and place over it 
the pickle one used for meat brine. 
Place a weight to keep it under. Par- 
boil the salt out first, then boil as if 
just plucked.

Several pickles for meat given: 6 
gallons of water to 8 lbs. dry salt, 3 
Ibs. brown sugar, 3 0z. saltpeter, 1 oz. 
of soda, for each 100 lbs. of meat. 

A man who had good luck in packing 
meat used 6 lbs. brown sugar, 6 oz. 
saltpeter, 6 quarts fine salt mixed and 
sprinkled on the meat, with no water. 
He said the salt would melt and pro- 
vide moisture. This might be good in a 
corn pickle. 

RED CABBAGE PICKLE 

Sliced and sprinkled with ‘salt, 
drained three days in a sieve, then add 
stored beet root and boiling vinegar, to 
which have been added ‘mace, ginger, 
whole pepper and clove, boiled therein.

Baked pudding needed 2 quarts of 
hot milk, at a boil, add a little salt and 
one cup sugar (we used molasses 
later), scatter in one quart of meal, 
stirring out all lumps, then sweetening 
to taste (most use ginger now). Bake 
3 hours in a hot oven in a deep pan.

More Eggs and Pork 


To overcome the scarcity and conse- 
quent high price of fresh eggs in fall 
and winter by earlier hatching of chicks 
throughout the country, beginning on 
or about December 1 in the Gulf states. 

To remove the chief cause of all egg- 
spoilage troubles—fertile eggs—by sell- 
ing male stock after the hatching sea- 
son and producing infertile eggs. 

To save grain in the North, and in- 
crease the supply of breeding sows in 
the Southwest and West by diverting 
market shipments of fall-farrowed gilts 
and also pregnant sows to the cheaper 
winter-feed sections of these regions. 

To assist in bringing about these de- 
velopments is the principal aim of a 
national program undertaken by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture’s Animal Husbandry Division 
to encourage a quickening of the egg, 
poultry, and pork industries of the coun- 
try. They represent some of the extra 
efforts that will supplement the regu- 
lar activities of that office in its work 
to have these industries brought as rap- 
idly as possible to war strength. While 
the program outlined is calculated to 
bring about immediate increases in 
production, the measures advocated 
represent permanent agricultural prac- 
tices, not emergency ones. 


Hint for Kit 


The “kit” consists of a long strip of 
material about six inches wide, with 
pockets or compartments for the sew- 
ing utensils. The “kit” may be folded 
or rolled up and fastened with snap- 
buttons or strings of tape. 

Quick aid to masculine wearables 
is the purpose of the sewing kit, and 
since man is no adept with mending 
tools, everything must be arranged to 
afford his clumsy fingers the greatest 
help. There are safety pins of various 
sizes and long, strong pins —the only 
kind men seem to be able to manipu- 
late. Scissors are attached to a tape 
which is sewed to the kit so that they 
cannot stray far from their compart- 
ment. 


Another pocket contains buttons— 


and several pairs of extra boot laces 


are included in the outfit. But the 
cleverest contrivance for the assistance 
of bunglesome masculine fingers is 
shown at the bottom of the kit. Spools 
of thread are placed in the lower-most 
pocket and ends of the thread are 
brought up through several needles, 
thrust in the cotton flannel lining above 
the pocket. 


The soldier need not struggle fran- 
tically with needle’s eye and elusive 
thread; all he has to do is to draw up 
a loop of thread, snip it off, leaving « 
sufficiently long loose end beyond the 
next needle. @ 

One spool of thread should be khaki- 
colored for mending the uniform, the 
other white, for underwear. And it will 
be best to provide silk thread, especial- 
lv for the uniform. Men’s-clothes when 
well made are always sewed with silk 
thread.

Gregory, United States marshals in 
many towns and cities descended 
upon local headquarters of the in- 
dustrial Workers of the World, seized 


im advance.

other documents, and, in some in- 
stances, arrested officials found upon 
the premises. The arrest at Chicago 
of William D. Haywood, the organi- 
zation’s national secretary, was a 
conspicuous example. 

In Chicago, federal agents took 
possessicn of the national headquar- 
ters of the Socialist party, and a war- 
rant authorizing the seizure of its 
documents was served upon its coun- 
sel. 

The seizure of documents was car- 
ried out in accordance with a plan 
. perfected here by William C. Fitts, 
assistant attorney general, working 
under the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral. A statement issued by the de- 
partment of justice announced that 
the seizure of papers was made in 
connection with a federal grand jury 
investigation of the I. W. W. now 
proceeding at Chicago. 

The department’s action was taken 
on the eve of a report to Presiden: 
Wilson by Chief Justice Covington 01 
the supreme court of the District ot 
Columbia, who was designated re- 
cently by the president to investigate 
the labor situation in the west. Cov- 
ington has completed his investiga- 
tion and probably will report person- 
ally to President Wilson today. 

Whether the concerted action ot 
marshals throughout the country was 
in any way related to Covington’s in- 
vestigation was not disclosed. The 
charges against leaders of the organi- 
zation under arrest, or whose arrest 
is contemplated, were not made pub- 
lic here. 

For many weeks past the activities 
of I. W. W. leaders have been under 
close scrutiny of the department’s bu- 
reau of investigation. Scores of field 
workers, chiefly in the west and mid- 
dle west, have devoted their undivid- 
ed attention to alleged attempts on 
the part of leaders to embarrass the 
government in the conduct of the war 
by strikes and other disturbances 
called in the name of labor. 

These activities have never been re- 
garded here as a labor movemgnt. 
They have been held to be political 
and, in some instances, conducted 
with a view solely to hinder and 
hamper the government in exercising 
the full strength in carrying on the 
war. F 

Charges of many complexions have 
been received by the department in 
connection with the organization’s ac- 
tivities. Recently it was charged 
that included in the ranks of the 1. 
W. W. were many Austrians who 
have been active in stirring up strife 
intended to hamper American indus- 
tries doing work handled by Germans 
before the United States declared a 
state of war existing with Germany.

And to-day she is in tears of joy, 
for she has heard from her father, the 
first she has heard since the war began. 
He and her two sisters are all right and 
all are well. When one is resigned to 
no news, the sudden joy of even good 
news, is upsetting. Really, what people 
can, and are, going through, in this war, 
is a revelation.

Funds for Sufferers 


A permanent fund for widows and 
orphans of New England fishermen 
lost at sea has been established by the 
New England Fish Exchange, five thou- 
sand dollars having been set aside for 
this purpose. 

The recent storm, which cost the 
lives of nineteen men on two Province- 
town boats, brought attention to the 
fact that there was in existence in this 
country no fund to draw upon for such 
an emergency. 

The Directors of the Exchange voted 
that one thousand dollars of the fund 
should be used for the immediate relief 
of the eighty-nine widows and orphans 
created by the disaster. Captains and 
crews of fishing boats have already 
subscribed generously to the fund, of 
which Joseph Hi. Griffin, Manager of 
the Exchange, is treasurer.

Massachusetts Politics 


What a good time certain of our 
newspaper friends are having in their 
attempts to create all the friction that 
is possible between the friends of 
Governor McCall and the friends of 
Senator Weeks! 


Under normal conditions it would not 
be difficult to work up a sentiment in 
which men who feel as strongly as these 
two groups do, would find themselves in 
quite a sharp conflict, but these are 
not normal times, nor are we lo carry 
on the contest for the election of a 
governor in Massachusetts under nor- 
mal conditions. 


Senator Weeks undoubtedly expected 
the support of the Governor, when 
presented by Massachusetts as a can- 
didate for President of the United States. 
If he was disappointed in not receiving 
that support, few people have ever 
heard him express such a feeling in any 
way that represented the least resent- 
ment. He has a faculty of viewing 
situations in a most deliberate and 
matter of fact way, and his good, com- 
mon sense has led him to go through his 
various conflicts on a pretty even keel, 
up to the present time. ‘To expect that 
at this late day he is to forget all the 
demands of the serious exigency as- 
sociated with the forthcoming political 
fight in Massachusetts is to show a lack 
of confidence in the good judgment 
which he has so universally, up to the 
present time, shown. 


All this contemplates a possible 
serious fight between the Governor and 
Mr. Cushing, but the best observers 
believe that the public at large is going 
to take the same patriotic view of the 
situation at the present time, that 
Senator Weeks’ best friends expect him 


to take, and, if this is the case, there is 
not going to be any contest that is at 
all serious. ' 

In this particular section it is true 
that a vast amount of misinformation 
has led more people than ought to 
think that way, to feel resentment be- 
cause the Governor vetoed a bill which 
political expediency had led a group of 
men to approve, designed to furnish 
water transportation for the commun- 
ities along the Merrimack, but which, in 
actual operation, would have been 
nothing but a drop in the bucket in its 
aid to the If the men along the 
Merrimac ver could be told the 
honest story by the men who are the 
leading advocates for this possible 
ultimate improvement, not one of 
them would to-day be a critic of the 
Governor for vetoing the bill as pro- 
posed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature. They would agree with the 
Governor that it was not only untimely 
because of the emergency demands 
being made upon the State Treasury on 
account of the war, but they would 
agree further with many of the bill's 
strongest critics that its provisions were 
totally inadequate to meet the situa- 
tion, and that the enormous cost in- 
volved had not been given a tithe of the 
consideration which it deserved. 

Mr. Cushing’s candidacy made some 
impression in its original announce- 
ment. The impression has grown 
steadily less from that day until the 
present, not because of Mr. Cushing’s 
weakness, nor even because of the 
Governor’s strength, but rather because 
the general public has a strong feeling 
that this is no time to shift the burden 
of responsibility, when the present 
bearer of that responsibility measures 
so fully up to the requirements, as does 
the present Chief Executive of the 
State.

SCHOOLS 


Punchard High School in Its New 
Building. Stowe, John Dove 
and the Other Schools Dom- 

iciled as in Former Years 


On Monday next, September 10, the 
public schools will open for the school 
year. The Punchard High School will 
open at 8.05 am. and the gram- 
mar and all lower grades at 9a.m. The 
new building will be ready for occupancy 
by the High School. 


will not interfere with the sessions of 
the school. The new building, with its 
large, commodious and well lighted 
rooms is a credit to Andover. The 
teachers, with Principal Hamblin, are 
looking forward to the work of the year 
in their well equipped class-rooms. 
The seating capacity of the new building 
is two hundred and fifty, with space for 
enlargement as occasion will demand. 
Later, when the work on the old build- 
ing is completed, a formal opening 
will be held, the date of which will be 
announced. At the opening, a dedica- 
tion of the new building is suggested, 
when appropriate exercises will be held, 
and prominent 
heard. 

The offices of the School Committee 
will be located in the new building, as 
also that of Superintendent Sanborn. 
Principal Hamblin will also have an 
office in the building. 

No special change will be made in the 
educational schedule at present. The 
schedule of last year will be followed. 

The school board met Tuesday night 
and Superintendent Henry C. Sanborn 
reported everything in readiness for the 
opening Monday. Repairs have been 
made and at the Stowe and John Dove 
schools the interiors have been painted 
and the ceilings whitewashed. 

He announced the parents at the 
Bradlee school in Ballardyale, have 
consented to the transfer of the 8th grade 
pupils to the Stowe school and with this 
done the whole of the 8th grade pupils 
will be at the centre. This will make 
for greater efficiency and economy and 
will also save the time of supervisors 
of music and drawing. 

The repairs committee reported the 
appointment of Herbert L. White as 
head janitor at the Central schools in- 
cluding the new High school, for one 
year, and of Patrick Driscoll of Essex 
street as assistant. In the winter it may 
be necessary to appoint another assist- 
ant, as under the law town employees 
may work but eight hours a day. The 
arrangement of a time schedule was left 
to the superintendent. 

The financial budget for June, July 
and August was approved for payment 
as follows:

There is no present indication, how- 
ever, that there will be an abnormal 
price for potatoes this winter. The 
food admjnistration declares potatoes 
will sell for much less than they did 
last year. 

Lou D. Sweet, of Colorado, has been 
appointed potato expert for the United 
States food administration. It is his 
duty to see that the potato crop. is 
equitably distributed and at a fair 
price. 

On September 6 a conference of all of 
the dealers in potatoes from the large 
cities will be held at the headquarters 
of the food administration. At that 
time some definite plan for the distri- 
bution of the potato crop will be worked 
out. There must be no_ hoarding. 
It is the hope of Sweet that an agree- 
ment can be reached, whereby the 
dealers will agree to a fixed profit for 
handling the potato crop. 

A maximum price for potatoes will 
be the last resort of the food admin- 
istration.

Henry Dana Bevins, Andover 
Labor Opposes Chinese Work on 
U.S. Farms 


Labor men throughout this section 
have joined their protest to that of their 
comrades in the West against the plan 
now being favorably considered in some 
quarters, to force a repeal of the Chinese 
exclusion act to permit of the importa- 
tion of Chinese laborers into this coun- 
try. 

The project is favored by prominent 
bankers in the financial centres as a 
means of filling the vacancies on the 
farms of the country which will result 
from the draft of men into the national 
army. A tremendous publicity cam- 
paign, headed by Warner M. Van 
Norden, a New York tea merchant, is 
about to commence in the interest of 
the proposal. 

In the opinion of Martin P. Joyce, 
secretary of the State Branch, A. F. 
of L., the time has not arrived when 
the importation of labor is necessary. 

STRONGLY OPPOSED 

“IT would not even advocate the em- 
ployment of Chinese labor if a great 
number of men were sent overseas,” 
he said. ‘‘I do not think it would be for 
the welfare of the country in any case. 
If it came to the worst, we who are not 
in their first draft registration could 
labor in the production of the funda- 
mental product of a country and the 
spring has shown by the thousands of 
productive home gardens that a move- 
ment in this country among Americans 
for Americans and their friends will pro- 
duce as well, if not far better, than if 
outside help is employed to the exclu- 
sion of native labor.” 

Ignatius McNulty also considers the 
proposal far fetched. 

“It is my personal opinion that the 
importation of Chinese to work Ameri- 
can farms would cause an intense bit- 
terness in the hearts of labor men in this 
country,” he said. 

Among the Boston men who favor the 
plan is Clarence W. Barron, proprietor 
of the Boston News Bureau. 

“We have now less than one-third of 
the population of our country on farms,” 
he said, “‘and the war has shown us, as 
it has shown other countries, the 
danger of too few people on the farms. 
The Chinese should not and will not be- 
come land owners, but will be very use- 
ful in sustaining our agriculture, which 
is now the basis of our whole economic 
system.” —Boston Evening Record.

Crop Report 


Crop reporters are more regular this 
year in making their crop reports than 
ever before. This is due, probably, to 
the general desire of farmers to be of 
service to the Government under pres- 
ent conditions. The increase in the 
number of reports received means more 
work by the clerks in Washington who 
tabulate and compile these reports; 
but among them, also, is observed a 
willingness to do this extra work 

TREND OF PRICES 

The level of prices paid producers of 
the United States for the principal crops 
decreased about 6.2 per cent during 
July; in the past nine years the price 
level increased about 0.2 per cent during 
July. On August 1 the index figure of 
prices was about 108.4 per cent higher 
than a year ago, 121.6 per cent higher 
than two years ago, and 119.7 per cent 
higher than the average of the past 
nine years on August 1. 

The price of meat animals — hogs, 
cattle, sheep, and chickens — to pro- 
ducers of the United States, decreased 
2.2 per cent from June 15 to July 15; in 
the past seven years prices increased in 
like period 0.0 per cent. On July 15 
the index figure of prices for these me t 
animals was about 52.6 per cent high ¢ 
than a year ago, 67.8 per cent higher 
than two years ago, and 66.3 per cent 
higher than the average of the past 
seven years on July 15. 

PRICE FARMERS RECEIVE FOR WHEAT 

Farmers received an average of about 
$1.44 for their 1916 wheat crop, which 
compares with 98 cents for their 1915 
crop, 99 cents for their 1914 crop, and 
79 cents for their 1913 crop. During 
the past year the price advanced stead- 
ily from 93 cents a bushel on July 1, 
1916, to $2.48 on June 1, 1917. Sales 
were heaviest during August and light- 
est in June. Total sales during the 
year are estimated at about 615,000,000 
bushels, as compared with about 850,- 
000,000 in the preceding season.

AUSTRIANS HALT 
TRIESTE DRIVE 


Make Violent Counter Attacks 
on Italian Forces 


Kalser’s Troops Advance as Slavs 
Continue Flight From Region of 
Riga—Fort, With Big Coast Defense 
Guns Intact, Captured by the Enemy 
at Mouth of Dvina River 


London, Sept, 6.—While the Rus- 
sians continue their flight before the 
Germans in the region of Riga, the 
Italians, after a few days of com- 


their great offensive against the Aus- 
trians on the Bainsizza plateau and to 
the northeast of Gorizia. 

In the south, however, from the 
Brestovizza valley to the sea, the 
Italians have been compelled to with- 
stand most violent counter attacks by 
the Austrians, who are endeavoring 
to hold back General Cadorna’s lines 
from a further approach to Triest. 

This they were successful in doing, 
although the Austrians at one place 
momentarily forced them to cede ter- 
ritory. A counter attack by the ltal- 
ians not alone retrieved the lost po- 
sition, but resulted in the capture ol 
more than 400 prisoners. : 

On the Bainsizza_ plateau northeast 
of Gorizia, the Italians have made 
further gains, capturing an important 
Austrian position near Ocrogio. 

No details have been vouchsafed 
concerning the battle which is in 
progress northeast of Gorizia, and 
no confirmation is at hand of the re- 
ported capture by the Italians of 
Monte San Gabrielle, the last domi- 
nating position held by the Austrians 
north of Gorizia. Nearly 1700 men 
have been captured by the Italians in 
the fighting in the Gorizia sector. 

Again the Italians have sent their 
airmen over Pola, the Austrian naval 
base in the Adriatic, dropping bombs, 
the explosions of which have added 
materially to the damage done in pre-. 
vious raids. 

In the region of Riga the Russians 
are retiring eastward and northeast- 
ward all along the line, pursued by the 
Germans. The army which evacuat- 
ed Riga has crossed the Aa river in 
Livonia, while the army from the Ux- 
kull region is astride the Riga-Pskov- 
Petrograd railroad. 

In the capture of the Duenaenmunde 
fortress at the mouth of the Dvina 
river, the Germans, it is asserted by 
the Berlin war office, secured intact 
the big coast defense guns. 

The war vessels which were report- 
ed to be shelling the Riga coast line, 
and whih, it was thought, probably 
might be covering a landing of troops 
to cut off the reatreat of the Riga 
army, were submarines, probably 
craft which were reported earlier as 
operating in adjacent waters in com- 
pany with torpedo boat destroyers 
and mine sweeping trawlers. 

The operations on the western 
front in Belgium and France con- 
tinue to be carried out mainly by the 
opposing artilleries. 


OUR NATIONAL ARMY 


President Wilson Delivers a Message 
of Confidence and Affection 

Washington, Sept. 4.—Soldiers of 
the national army were welcomed into 
the nation's service py President Wil- 
son with a message of affectionate 
confidence and a prayer to God to 
keep and guide them. 

Everything these young men do, 
the president told them, will be 
watched with the deepest solicitude 
by the whole country, and the eyes 
of the world will be upon them be- 
cause they are “in some special sense 
the soldiers of freedom.” 

The first soldiers for the army 
raised under the draft law start from 
their homes for the training canton- 
ments Wednesday. The _ president 
asks them as brothers and comrades 
in the great war to keep straight and 
fit by a standard so high that living 
up to it will add a new laurel to the 
crown of America. 


GERMANS SHELL LONDON 


More Than a Hundred Persons Killed 
In One Air Raid Alone 

London, Sept. 5.—It was officially 
announced that a considerable num- 
ber of enemy airships crossed the 
southeast coast at 11 o'clock last 
night andidropped bombs at a num- 
ber of places. Some of the machines 
reached the London district, where 
bombs were dropped. No reports ot 
damage have yet been received. 

In Monday night's air raid 108 per- 
sons were killed and ninety-two 
wounded at Chatham, it is announced 
officially. Most of the victims were 
faval ratings. Six airplanes took part 
in the raid. In addition to the naval 
casualties, one civilian was killed and 
six were injured. 


DRAFT MEN IN CAMP 


Hundreds of New England Youths Are 
Already In Khaki 

Ayer, Mass., Sept. 6.—Taps last 

night found the vanguard of New Eng- 

land’s national army all settled into 

their bunks and the first real day of 


scldiering awaiting them this morning 
at Camp Devens. 

Widely distributed among the hun- 
dreds of barrack buildings which top 
the knolls and fill the vales of the 
grounds are the nearly 500 youths 
who converged upon the camp from 
all over New England and part of New 
York state. 

The recruits who arrive today in 
equal numbers will be assigned prob- 
ably to still others of the barracks. 
By Sunday the 2500 men who will 
have arrived will all have the appear- 
ance as well as the title of soldiers. 

The men from Maine, who arrived 
early yesterday as the first contingent 
to reach camp, are in khaki. The 
rest of yesterday’s recruits have al- 
ready been measured for uniforms 
and will put on service clothes today 
in place of the civilian garb. 


HIGH TAX MEN BEATEN 


Government’s Share of War Profits 
Is Fixed at One-Third 

Washington, Sept. 6.—The senate’s 
bitter fight over war profits taxation 
virtually ended with adoption of the 
finance committee’s compromise pro- 
vision for a total levy of $1,286,000, - 
000, or about one-third of this year’s 
war and normal excess profits. 

This is an increase of $1,060,000, - 
000 over present taxes. The high-tax 
advocates failed to secure adoption of 
a single amendment. 

The vote on adoption of the finance 
committee's draft was 72 to 7. The 
seven were Bankhead, Borah, Gron- 
na, Johnson (California), La fFol- 
lette, Underwood and Vardaman. 


THINKING OF MOTHER 


Our Boys on Other Side Prove It 
When They Addrese Women 

London, Sept. 6.—It’s not hard to 
tell of whom the American soldiers 
on this side are thinking. Accord- 
ing to American women now working 
in the canteens and rest billets pro- 
vided for the comfort of the Ameri- 
can soldiers who visit London, their 
fixed form of salutation is: “Mother.” 

No matter if she looks more like @ 
kid sister than a matron the woman 
who volunteers for this work has to 
reconcile herself to the term. Most 
of them say they haven’t found it hard 
to do. 


PATCHED UP BY SURGEONS 


Comrades Furnish New Skin For Man 
Who Lost Nearly All His Own 

Harrisburg, Sept. 6.—With virtu- 
ally a new skin, contributed by his 
fellow workmen, James Welliver will 
soon be able to leave the Harrisburg 
hospital. Four hundred and thirty- 
one pieces of skin have been grafted 
on him. 

Welliver, who is an engine tender, 
was burned when a ket of blazing 
oil was overturned on him. Two hun- 
dred railroad men volunteered to fur- 
nish skin with which to patch Welli- 
ver up. Twelve of the most perfect 
physical specimens weré selected. 


Americans Held by Germans 

Washington Sept. 5.—Captain Oli- 
ver of the American tank steamer 
Campanha and four of the five mem- 
bers of the naval gun crew, who were 
taken prisoner when their ship was 
sunk by a German submarine, are in 
a prison camp in Prussia, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross was advised from 
Geneva. The message made no men- 
tion of the other prisoner, and an in- 
quiry has been cabled to Geneva to 
learn his fate. 


Two More Big Freighters Sunk 

Boston, Sept. 5.—Two more large 
freighters have been sunk by German 
submarines, according to information 
reaching Boston shipping circles. 
They are the new British steamer 
Sycamore, Leeds for Philadelphia, 
and the Roanoke, Baltimore for Liver- 
pool. 


Large U-Boat Toll 

London, Sept. 6.—Pritish mer- 
chant ships sunk by mine or subma- 
rine in the past week numbered twen- 
ty of more than 1600 tons and three 
under 1600 tons, according to official 
announcement. This is the largest 
toll in nine weeks. 


Brady Jewels Bring $500,000 

New York, Sept. 6.—‘Diamond 
Jim” Brady’s gems, which he did not 
dispose of in his will, have been sold 
to Stern Bros. & Co., jewelers, in 
this city. The price paid is under- 
stood to be in the neighborhood ot 
$500,000. 


British Profiteer Heavily Fined 

Spalding, Eng., Sept. 5.—George 
Thompson, a Lincolnsire farmer, was 
fined £5500 and costs ($28,750) for 
selling more than 1000 tons of pota- 
toes at above the maximum prices 
fixed by the food controller. 


Negroes Form New Party 
Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 2.—The 
nucleus of a new political party, to 
be known as the National Civil and 
Political party of America, has been 
formed by 400 prominent negroes in 
convention here. 


Father Jailed, Eleven Sons In Army 

Salt Lake City, Sept. 6.—Thomas 
Chamberlain of Kanab, who served a 
term in the state penitentiary for 
practicing polygamy, has eighteen 
sons, of whom eleven are in the army 
service. 


Death of Civil War General 
New York, Sept. 6.—General L. 
B. Friez, Civil war veteran, died in 
his home at New Brighton, 8. I., in 
his 94th year. He was born in Mari- 
boro, Mass. 


CENTRE OF STAGE 


Omission of Duty Charged by 
National Security League 


Chicago, Sept. 5.—The People’s 
Council for Democracy and terms ot 
peace has resigned the centre of the 
stage to William H. Thompson, mayor 
of the “sixth German city of the 
world.” 

The pacifist organization, whose 
meetings resulted in the dispatch of 
state troops to Chicago, slowly dis- 
integrated as delegates left for their 
respective citiga. 

The meeting had been prevented in 
Minnesota, North Dakota and Wis- 
consin, and had been forbidden as 
unpatriotic and disloyal by the gov- 
ernor of Illinois. 

Officials of the National Security 
league have taken a hand in the af- 
fair and are planning indictment ot 
the mayor on charges of “palpable 
omission of duty.” The citizens’ war 
board will be asked to take similar 
action. State Attorney Hoyne al- 
ready has announced his readiness to 
prosecute criminal charges if pre- 
ferred against Thompson. 

The city council, sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole, adopted hy a 
vote of 42 to 6 a resolution praisins 
Governor Lowden for his action in 
overriding Thompson by refusing per- 
mission to the People’s Council otf 
America for Democracy and Terms of 
Peace t6 meet in Illinois. 

MANY ROYALISTS HELD 
Grand Duke Paul the Latest to Be 
Arrested as Russian Plotter 

Petrograd, Sept. 6.—In addition to 
the arrest of Grand Duke Michael Alex- 
androvich, brother of the former em- 
peror, and his wife, Countess Pahlen, 
Grand Duke Paul and his morganatic 
wife also have been taken into cus- 
tody by order of Premier Kerensky. 
The reported arrest of Grand Duke 
Dmitri-Paulovitch is as yet uncon- 
firmed. , 

The several arrests are the result 
of suspected complicity in the coun- 
ter revolutionary conspiracy concern- 
ing which the provisional government 
obtained evidence during the Moscow 
conference. Many arrests in connec- 
tion with the plot previcusly had been 
made. 

The headquarters of the monarchist 
conspiracy is said to be in Crimea, 
where other grand dukes and duch- 
esses and the dowager empress reside 
under surveillance. 


Reply to Pope a School Lesson 

Chicago, Sept. 6.—Students at the 
Hyde Park school, for their first les- 
son of the fall term in English, were 
handed copies of President Wilson's 
reply to the peace proposals of Pope 
Benedict XV. They will use as their 
text books for several days printed 
leaflets containing the note in full. 


New Loans to France and England 
Washington, Sept. 6.—Secretary 
McAdoo announced loans of $100,- 
000,000 each to Great Britain and 
France, making a total of $2,666,- 
400,000 advanced by the United States 
government to foreign countries. 


Britain’s Heavy Losses 
London, Sept. 5.—British casual- 
ties reported in the last week are 15,- 
614. They are divided as follows: 
Killed or died of wounds, 4244; 

wounded or missing, 11,370. 


Conference on Meat

/ War on Tuberculosis 


What can be accomplished in the 
lessening of disease is shown in a re- 
cent report by Frederick L. Hoffman 
on the campaign against tuberculosis. 
This was begun in 1906. Commenting 
on this campaign, the New York Post 
remarks: “At that time the annual 
death rate in 35 cities was 195 per 
thousand. After the expenditure of 
millions’ on new hospitals, organiza- 


tions and clinics, the death rate of 
last year was 146.8. The justifica- 


tion of the work is evident in these 
cold figures. Applied to the country, 
they signify an annual saving of 30,- 
000 lives. But the disease is even yet 
far from eradicated. In fact, only be- 
ginnings have been made in the fight 
against it. Local outbreaks of it are 
still baffling. In Detroit, Fall River, 
Worcester and Newark, there was a 
marked increase last year. The reason 
is not clear. It may have to do with 
factory conditions. But differences in 
nationality have also an important 
bearing. The death rate for negroes 
is many times as high as that for 
whites; and among the whites the rate 
for Irish and German born and _ na- 
tive Americans is far higher than that 
for Russians and Italians. The facts 
need still further sifting in order to 
insure a maximum result from the med- 
ical effort and money expended.”

A Soda Water Fire Whistle 


A little town of Southern Oregon, 
Ashland by name, claims the distinction 
of possessing the only fire alarm in the 
United States—prgbably the only one 
in the world—operated by carbonic acid 
gas, the kind familiarly used in soda 
water, says Popular Mechanics. The 
town alarm, formerly a bell, is now a 
whistle and it is blown by gas pumped 
into the town from a distant well under 
heavy pressure, to make an effervescent 
water. A two-inch pipe connects the 
gas line with the whistle on top of the 
fire hall, and the former bell rope is used 
to operate a valve which admits the 
compressed gas to the whistle when its 
alarm is required.

New Fish Merger 


The greatest fish merger on record, 
which will operate along extensive 
lines, is announced in the organiza- 
tion of the Atlantic Coast Fisheries 
Co. of New York which is capitalized 
for $12,000,000 and will be operated 
under a Maine charter. The big con- 
cern, rumor has it, will include the 
Bay State Fishing Co. of Boston, con- 
trolling the largest fleet of steam 
trawlers operating on this coast, and 
is already interesting itself in ac- 
quiring vessel property at Gloucester. 
Eight Fulton Market concerns are al- 
so named as connected with the project. 
It is expected that the new concern 
will be ready to commence business 
about the first of December, and if the 
project is carried out on the scale out- 
lined, it will easily be the biggest com- 
bination of the kind on the Atlantic 
coast. Lower prices of fish to the con- 
sumer are promised as one of the aims 
of the combination, but the reverse is the 
rule in most cases of the kind.
